Values decline even 
in cities that avoided 
housing market crash 

Washington 

Even cities that weathered the 
housing market crash with rel- 
atively little damage are suffer- 
ing now. 

Severe price declines have spread 
to Dallas, Denver, Minneapolis and 
Cleveland, which had mostly with- 
stood the bust in housing since 
2006. The damage has now gone 
well beyond cities hit hardest by 
unemployment and foreclosures, 
such as Phoenix and Las Vegas. 

Home prices in big metro areas 
have sunk to their lowest since 
2002, the Standard & Poor’s/Case- 
Shiller 20-city monthly index 
showed Tuesday. Since the bub- 
ble burst in 2006, prices have fall- 
en more than they did during the 
Great Depression. 

The index, which covers metro 
areas that include about 70 per- 
cent of U.S. households, is updat- 
ed every quarter and provides a 
three-month average. The March 


data is the latest available. 

Foreclosures have forced prices 
down so much that some middle- 
class neighborhoods have turned 
into lower-income areas within 


months. Prices are expected to 
keep falling until the glut of fore- 
closures for sale is reduced, com- 
panies start hiring in greater force, 
banks ease lending rules and more 


people think it makes sense again 
to buy a house. In some markets, 
that could take years. 

The latest report points to a 
“double dip in home prices across 
much of the nation,” said David 
Blitzer, chairman of the Index Com- 
mittee at Standard & Poor’s. 

Prices fell from February to 
March in 18 of the metro areas 
tracked by the Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller index. And prices in a 
dozen markets have reached their 
lowest points since 2006. 

The overall index fell for the 
eighth straight month and has 
dropped 3.6 percent in the past year. 
Prices had risen last summer, fueled 
by a temporary federal homebuy- 
ing tax credit. But they’ve tumbled 
7 percent since then. After adjusting 
for inflation, the home-price index 
has sunk to the level of 1999. 

Cities with high foreclosures 
such as Phoenix, Las Vegas and 
Tampa, Fla., are flooded with 
homes sitting vacant. Many banks 
have agreed to allow homes at risk 
of foreclosure to be sold for less 
than what is owed on their mort- 
gages. That has pulled down prices.

Hurricane Prediction 101 



Forecasters usually rely on the El Nino and La Nina forces to predict hurricanes, such 
as 2005’s Hurricane Dennis in Cedar Key, Fla., above. But this year, both are neutral. 


Forecasters’ inability 
to rely on patterns 
affects 2011 estimate 

St. Petersburg, Fla. 

The tough task of guessing what 
the hurricane season will look like 
could be even more difficult this 
year for forecasters, who won’t be 
able to rely on the relatively predict- 
able forces El Nino and La Nina. 

So far, the National Hurricane 
Center in Miami is predicting that 
the season that begins on Wednes- 
day will be bus- 
ier than normal, 
with as many as 
18 named tropical 
storms, three to six 
of them major hur- 
ricanes. 

El Nino and La 
Nina — warming 
and cooling trends 
in the ocean that 
can either rev up hurricanes or sup- 
press them — are expected to be 
essentially neutral, complicating 
any predictions. The last time tem- 
peratures were neutral was 2005, 


when hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
hammered the Gulf Coast. 

The La Nina effect is a cooling 
of Pacific Ocean waters near the 
equator. It decreases wind shear 
in the Atlantic and can give storms 
extra giddyap as they form. It has 
been linked to above-average hur- 
ricane seasons in the Atlantic. But 
it appears to be weakening. 

The opposite phenomenon, 
El Nino, warms Pacific waters, 
increases wind shear and can blow 
storms apart. But El Nino isn’t hap- 
pening this season. 


Last year, there were 19 named 
storms, 12 of which became hurri- 
canes. The seasonal average is 11 
named storms, including six hur- 
ricanes, two of them major. 

To be sure, there were other 
important factors that caused last 
year’s tropical storms: record-warm 
Atlantic waters, low barometric 
pressure in the Caribbean Sea and 
favorable winds coming off Africa. 
Forecasters also looked at something 
called the “multi decadal signal” 
—weather patterns that last sever- 
al decades, tamara lush (ap)

Suit Against Ashcroft Tossed Out 


Washington 

The Supreme Court ruled Tuesday 
that former attorney general John 
Ashcroft cannot be personally sued 
over his role in the post-9/11 arrest 
of an American Muslim who was 
never charged with a crime. 

By a 5-3 vote, the court said Ash- 
croft did not violate the constitu- 
tional rights of Abdullah al-Kidd, 
who was arrested in 2003 under a 
federal law intended to make sure 
witnesses testify in criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

Al-Kidd claimed in a federal 
lawsuit that the arrest and deten- 
tion violated the Fourth Amend- 
ment’s prohibition on unreason- 
able searches and seizures. 

He was held for 16 days, dur-

ing which he was strip -searched 
repeatedly, left naked in a jail cell 
and shower for more than 90 min- 
utes and transported in handcuffs 
and leg irons. 

The lawsuit against Ashcroft 
stemmed from comments he made 
shortly after 9/11 that the govern- 
ment would preventively detain 
people suspected of terrorist ties,

No more tolerance 
for targeting homes, 
Afghan leader says 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Afghanistan’s president on Tues- 
day ordered NATO to stop bomb- 
ing homes, citing the risk of civil- 
ian casualties and putting him on 
a collision course with his Western 
protectors who insist the attacks 
are essential and will continue. 

It was Hamid Karzai’s strongest 
statement yet against alliance air- 
strikes, and it further complicated 
a difficult relationship with the 


Obama administration as it pre- 
pares for a troop drawdown. 

Karzai’s remarks were prompted 
by a recent air attack that mistak- 
enly killed a group of children and 
women in Helmand province. He 
declared it would be the last. 

“If this is repeated, Afghanistan 
has a lot of ways of stopping it, but 
we don’t want to go there,” Karzai 
said. “We want NATO to stop the 
raids on its own.” 

Ordering airstrikes is a com- 
mand decision in Afghanistan, 
where NATO spokeswoman Maj. 
Sunset Belinsky said they would 
continue. In Brussels, NATO 
spokeswoman Oana Lungescu said 


airstrikes on houses are coordinat- 
ed with Afghan forces and “they 
continue to be necessary.” 

Karzai’s spokesman said Karzai 
plans to stand firm on the issue. 

“There is no room for back and 
forth on this,” Waheed Omar said. 


“The president was clear in saying 
that any such strikes in the future 
will make the Afghan government 
react unilaterally.” 

Still, Karzai’s history sug- 
gests that he may ease Tuesday’s 
remarks. Last week, he ordered that 


only Afghan troops should carry 
out night raids. He later relaxed 
his stance, reminding NATO that 
Afghans need to lead such raids. 

Last year, Karzai said he was 
removing all private security con- 
tractors by the end of 2010 but later 
agreed to a new system of licens- 
ing contractors. 

While Karzai regularly con- 
demns NATO for not doing enough 
to reduce civilian casualties, inter- 
national officials say their talks 
with Karzai and his ministers often 
have a different tone. In private, 
Afghan officials say coalition troops 
should keep up the raids and air- 
strikes because they work, (ap)

Serb War Crimes Suspect

Former Bosnian Serb military com- 
mander Ratko Mladic was placed 
in a U.N. isolation cell Tuesday to 
await trial on genocide charges, 16 
years after he was indicted in the 
killing of 8,000 people in the worst 
massacre of civilians in Europe 
since World War 11. 

It was unclear when Mladic 
will appear in court for an initial 
appearance, and Mladic has said 
he does not recognize the author- 
ity of the U.N. tribunal. 

His attorney, Milos Saljic, said 
the ex-general was crying during 
what he called a farewell visit by his 
wife and sister before Mladic was 
extradited from Belgrade. Judg- 
es rejected his appeal to delay his 
transfer on grounds of ill health. 

In Belgrade, Justice Minister 
Snezana Malovic said the han- 
dover marked the fulfillment of 
Serbia’s “international and moral 
obligation.”

In Bosnia, Serb nationalists staged 
demonstrations in support of war 
crimes suspect Ratko Mladic. Na- 
tionalists in Serbia and parts of Bos- 
nia still consider him a hero— the 
general who against all odds tried to 
defend ethnic Serbs in the Bosnian 
conflict. In the Bosnian city of Banja

Signs of Summer Come to Metro 


System sees jump 
in number of fLip-fLops 
caught in escalators 

Washington 

Summer might not be officially 
here yet, but signs already abound 
on the Metro transit system as the 
Washington region wilts under an 
early heat wave. 

Hot stations and railcars 
are already leaving some riders 
drenched in sweat. Tourists with 
cameras around their necks crowd 
around fare machines trying to fig- 
ure out which pass to buy. And open- 
toed sandals and flip-flops are mak-

LaHood Steps Into Metro Battle 


DOT secretary hopes 
to bring together Va., 
MWAA on Dulles rail 

Chantilly, Va. 

U.S. Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood will try to make peace 
Wednesday between the key players 
shaping the future of the Metrorail 
extension to Dulles International 
Airport. Debate between the board 
overseeing the project and the local 
and state officials helping to pay for 
it has centered on the cost and loca- 
tion of the airport station. 

But the issue has touched off 
broader concerns about the over- 
all price tag, viability and manage- 


ment of one of the nation’s largest 
mass transit projects. 

With the stalemate over the air- 
port station threatening to derail the 
project, LaHood offered to intervene 
and said last week that he hopes 
to come out of the meeting in his 
Southeast offices with “an agree- 
ment on a way forward.” 

The federal government has 
pumped nearly $1 billion into the 
project, and the transportation sec- 
retary said it “will go forward; it will 
be completed. It’s too important to 
the people of this region.” 

It is unclear, however, wheth- 
er LaHood can mend rifts in what 
is already a fragile coalition of 
regional partners with compet- 
ing interests.

Construction is under way on 
the first phase of the 23-mile rail 
line, which will have four stations at 
Tysons Comer and end in Reston, Va. 
At issue is the second leg to the air- 


port and into Loudoun County. 

The Metropolitan Washing- 
ton Airports Authority, which is 
managing the rail project, voted 
in April in favor of building a tun- 
nel and underground station with 
an eye toward convenience for air- 
line passengers and preservation of 
the view of the terminal designed 
by architect Eero Saarinen. 

LaHood would not say in an 
interview whether he has a pref- 
erence for the airport station loca- 
tion, but he made clear that he, 
too, is concerned about cost, mak- 
ing several references to “limited 
resources.”

Cell phones pose 
a ‘possible’ cancer 
risk for us, a new 
study declares 

London 

A respected international panel of 
experts says cell phones are possi- 
ble cancer-causing agents, putting 
them in the same category as the 
pesticide DDT and lead. 

The classification was issued 
Tuesday in Lyon, France, by the 
International Agency for Research 
on Cancer after a review of dozens 
of published studies. The agency is 
an arm of the World Health Orga- 
nization, and its assessment now 
goes to the WHO and national 
health agencies for possible guid- 
ance on cell-phone use. 

Classifying agents as “possi- 
bly carcinogenic” doesn’t mean 
they automatically cause cancer, 
and some experts said the ruling 
shouldn’t change people’s cell- 
phone habits. 

“Anything is a possible carcino- 
gen,” said Donald Berry, a professor 
of biostatistics at the M.D. Ander- 
son Cancer Center at the Univer- 
sity of Texas who was not linked 
to the WHO cancer group. “This 
is not something I worry about, 
and it will not in any way change 
how I use my cell phone,” he said 
— from his cell phone. 

The expert panel said there was 
limited evidence cell-phone use was 
linked to two types of brain tumors 
and inadequate evidence to draw 
conclusions for other cancers. 

“We found some threads of evi- 
dence telling us how cancers might 
occur, but there were acknowledged 
gaps and uncertainties,” said Jona- 
than Samet, the panel’s chairman.

“The WHO’s verdict means 
there is some evidence linking 
mobile phones to cancer but it is 
too weak to draw strong conclu- 
sions from,” said Ed Yong, head 
of health information at Can- 
cer Research U.K. “If such a link 
exists, it is unlikely to be a large 
one.” 

Last year, results of a large 
study found no clear link between 
cell phones and cancer. But some 
advocacy groups contend the study 
raised serious concerns because it 
showed a hint of a possible connec- 
tion between very heavy phone use 
and glioma, a rare but often deadly 
form of brain tumor. However, the 
numbers in that subgroup weren’t 
sufficient to make the case. 

The study was controversial

had cancer and asked them to 
recall how often they used their cell 
phones more than a decade ago. 

In about 30 other studies done 
in Europe, New Zealand and the 
U.S., patients with brain tumors 
have not reported using cell phones 
more than unaffected people. 

Since many cancerous tumors 
take decades to develop, experts say 
it’s impossible to say cell phones 
have no long-term health risks. 
Some experts recommend people 
use a headset or earpiece if they are 
worried about the possible health 
dangers of cell phones. 

In the U.S., the Food and Drug 
Administration and the Federal 
Communications Commission have 
found no evidence cell phones are 
linked to cancer, (ap)

Blue Jays slugger Bautista’s home run binge defies logic and history

Unprecedented 

There have been late bloomers and 
50-homer flukes and, during the ste- 
roids era, good hitters who became 
great, and great ones who became 
historic. But nobody has gone from 
what Bautista was from 2004 to 2009 
— a player who, over the course of 
about 2,000 plate appearances across 
five organizations, proved himself to 
be wholly unremarkable — to what 
he is now, which is the best player 
in the game. 


“It is somewhat gratifying, 
knowing that a lot of people were 
skeptical about what happened last 
year,” said Bautista. “I guess I’m 
proving them wrong.” 

Last season, Bautista, now 30, 
seemingly came out of nowhere 
and hit 54 homers — 12 more than 
anyone else — to shock everyone in 
the game. This year, he has made 
another leap arguably just as sig- 
nificant, slugging a major-league- 
leading 20 homers, but combining 
it with a .356 batting average, .502 
on-base percentage and .791 slug- 
ging percentage. Those are Babe 
Ruth numbers, circa 1927. Barry 
Bonds numbers, circa 2003. 

The Swing of Things 

The ability, according to the Bau- 
tista camp, was always in there. 
And toward the end of the 2009 
season — in the midst of an inten- 
sive swing overhaul that was over- 


seen by a pair of hitting gurus, for- 
mer Blue Jays manager Cito Gaston 
and current hitting coach Dwayne 
Murphy — it was unlocked. 

You can see the changes by 
viewing videos of Bautista in 2008 
alongside videos of him in 2011. 
He is closer to the plate now. His 
hands are higher. His leg kick 
is more pronounced. His swing 
is more “wristy.' 

Bautista says the leg kick 
is the key to his reinvention. 

“It’s the timing of everything,” 
he said. “I start [the swing] 
way earlier. It’s created a night- 
and-day difference, because I can 
get myself to that good hitting 
position consistently. I can see 
the ball better and attack the 
ball before it gets too deep 
in the strike zone.”

from the Rays by the Kansas City Royals, 
traded by the Royals to the New York Nets and 
then traded from the Nets back to the Pirates. 

Even the Blue Jays didn’t realize what 
they had on their hands for at least the first 
12 months they had him. Bautista bounced 
around the outfield and the corner infield 
spots — much as he had done the previous 
four years in Pittsburgh — until Alex Rios’ 
departure in August 2009 opened an everyday 
lineup spot.

Canada is winning big in just about 
every arena of hockey lately. 

A year after the Canadian men 
and women won Olympic gold med- 
als, the league-leading Canucks 
are preparing to face the Boston 
Bruins in the Stanley Cup finals 
on the same Vancouver rink.

’Twilight,* Meet Your Match 



With The Passage,' 
author Justin Cronin 
manages to make the 
vampire scary again 

Books 

Writing serious literary fiction about 
vampires in an era when the ageless 
killers have been recast as sparkling 
dreamy boyfriends is an uphill bat- 
tle. But the beauty 
of working from 
mythology is its 
malleability: the 
vampire can be 
whatever you 
want it to be — 
from soulless vil- 
lain to superpow- 
ered hero with a bloodsucking habit 
to angsty teenage creeper. 

Justin Cronin’s “The Passage” is 
the nearly-800-page critical darling 


that brought vampires back from the 
brink of ridiculousness and made 
them scary again. The book is a 
mesh of canonical lore and apoc- 
alyptic science fiction that strikes 
a balance between readability and 
heft, between being outright ter- 
rifying and winking at itself just 
enough that you don’t need to leave 
the light on while reading.

there’s a sense 
that we’ve been 
infiltrated, that 
danger is lurking 
everywhere.” 


“The basic material has a certain 
set of themes that it contains — the 
garlic, and the mirrors, the stake in 
the heart, sleeping in your native soil. 
There’s a playbook,” Cronin says. 


In “The Passage,” heroine Amy 
has to navigate a future Earth in 
which a government experiment 
gone awry has created “virals”: test 
subjects infected with a virus that 
gives them superhuman powers. 
There’s no magic to these vampires 


— the dark super-villains have been 
replaced by victims of a plague. 

“A film that made a big impres- 
sion on me was Kathryn Bigelow’s 
‘Near Dark,”’ Cronin says. “There’s 
a bunch of vampires traveling the 
West in a Winnebago, and they’ll 


crash a rural bar and kill everybody 
in it and have dinner. It impressed 
upon me that the vampire materi- 
al didn’t have to be simply Gothic. 
You could adjust it to what was on 
your mind.” 

So what was on his mind? Hor- 
ror myths are about what scares 
us, and modern life has become 
defined by very specific fears. 
“Thematically, the stamp I want- 
ed to put on it was post-9/11 para- 
noia,” he says.

Or something 
from frequent Munchi collaborator 
David Heartbreak?), but it’s quite 
a feat that a genre in its infancy 
could have easily boasted a track 
list twice as long without wearing 
out its welcome. 

Some highlights:

Remix)”: One of several tracks 
here by young Moombahton great 
Munchi, this is one of the collec- 
tion’s least-mellow tracks and its 
best example of Moombahcore, a 
higher energy, dubstep-influenced 
sub-genre.

After years as a head-turning 
bridesmaid in the best-beach rank- 
ings, Sarasota’s Siesta Beach is 
finally the bride. 

The wide slice of brilliant white 
sand and warm, emerald water on 
Florida’s southwest Gulf Coast was 
named the best beach in the United 
States on Friday in an annual sur- 
vey by Florida International Univer- 
sity professor Steven Leatherman, 
who is also known by the friendly 
nickname “Dr. Beach.” 

Siesta Beach, 40 acres of almost 
pure quartz crystal sand on the 
Siesta Key barrier island, was run- 


ner-up in Leatherman’s rankings 
the past two years and was third 
in 2008. 

“The sand is like sugar,” said 
Leatherman, director of FIU’s 
Laboratory for Coastal Research. 
“Some people can’t believe it.” 

Leatherman ranks beaches 


on 50 criteria, including the look 
and feel of the sand; water quali- 
ty; weather; facilities; and crowds. 
A top score is 250. 

Siesta Beach came in in the 
230s, losing minor points because 
the vista is heavy on condos to 
the north and south of the coun- 
ty park. 

Siesta Beach got lots of points 
for shallow water and gentle cur- 
rents. Once a beach reaches the 
pinnacle of Leatherman’s list, it 
is retired from consideration for 
future rankings, much stacy (ap)

A Local food writer reveals her pasta secrets 

Great Italian pasta is usually 
made with just a few simple 
ingredients — flour, eggs, 
and perhaps a dash of salt 
or olive oil. But after that, 
only your appetite is the limit. 

Alexandria resident Domenica 
Marchetti’s “The Glorious Pasta 
of Italy” ($30, Chronicle) sticks a spaghetti fork 
into the food’s infinite possibilities. As part of 
her research, Marchetti even revived some of 
her family’s own recipes and traveled back to 
her mother’s hometown of Abruzzo to explore 
its regional pasta traditions. The resulting 
cookbook, with its tantalizing photos, ingredient 
tips and a pasta-shape primer (including twisty 
“strozzapreti” or “priest stranglers”), offers 
plenty of reasons to reconsider your low-carb 
lifestyle. Think Orchiette with Creamy Broccoli 
Sauce or a lamb ragu worthy of a nice pot of

So, what’s new in the world of 
Italian pasta? 

Anywhere you go in Italy, you will 
find somebody putting their own 
spin on a particular pasta shape 
or adding flavor. Here’s a real- 
ly fun example: My husband, my 
two kids and I were in Abruzzo, 
and we stopped at this farm that 
had been recommended to us by 
a friend. We stayed for lunch and 
ordered something called ravi- 
olone, which means big raviolo. 
There was no description other 
than that. When this thing came 
to the table, it was literally the size 
of a serving plate, about 10 inches 
long, and stuffed with fresh sheep’s 
milk ricotta. I just thought, “This is 
somebody’s whimsy being played 
out in the kitchen.” 


Pasta is part of many cultures’ 
cuisines. Why is it so universally 
beloved? 

It’s familiar to so many people in 
some way or another. I don’t know 
if it’s the carbs or what, but there’s 
something very appealing about 
sitting down to a bowl of slippery 
comfort food. It’s also versatile. 
You can make a Sunday dinner out 
of it. You can make it very special; 
you can make it very simple. If you 
really like a challenge in the kitch- 
en, do your own homemade, hand- 
shaped, rolled-out pasta. 

What makes pasta from Abruzzo 
special? 

Abruzzo is famous for its dry 
pasta. The best dry pasta in Italy 
comes from the region of Abruz-

Sprinkle in the marjo- 
ram and a generous grind of pepper 
and continue to saute for another five 
minutes, or until the onion is translu- 
cent and the pancetta has just begun 
to crisp but is still mostly tender. 

Pour in six cups of the broth; raise 
the heat to medium-high to boil. Stir in 
the pasta and peas, using 1 1/2 cups 
for a soupier soup and 1 3/4 cups for a 
thicker soup. Cook until al dente (the 
cooking time will depend on the brand 
and shape). Add a splash of broth if 
the soup seems too thick. 

Remove the soup from the heat 
and stir in 1/2 cup of the Parmigiano. 
Taste and add salt and additional 
pepper, if you like. Ladle into warmed 
shallow bowls and sprinkle with the 
remaining cheese. Serve immediately.

zo, the DeCecco brand. It’s a very 
well-respected, mass-produced 
dry pasta. 

What can Americans learn from 
Italians when it comes to making 
fresh pasta? 

I think the first rule is to relax. 
When you make pasta, you sort of 
have to give yourself up to the pro- 
cess. I know people who think it’s a 
really time-consuming and labor- 
intensive effort. Once you’ve tried 
it a few times, you see that it’s actu- 
ally quite easy and really a pleasing 
exercise in the kitchen. You can’t 
worry about whether it’s going to 
come out well or not; you can’t be 
afraid to tackle it.
